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Homophobia  discussed  on  campus

Homophobia  in  the  classroom  was  the 
topic  of  a  program  sponsored  by  the  Brown 
Bag  Forum  on  Oct.  14.  The  speaker,  Jackie 
Taylor,  Ph.D.  Chair  of  the  Communica¬ 
tions  Department  at  DePaul  University, 
lectured  from  her  perspective  as  a  feminist 
and  lesbian,  teaching  at  DePaul. 

“There  is  so  much  tension  and  stress  in 
life,  one  shouldn’t  have  to  worry  about 
student  reaction  when  covering  literature 
written  by  gays  or  lesbians,”  said  Taylor. 

Workshops  dealing  with  homophobia 
and  frank  discussions  aboutnon-traditional 
relationships  are  the  only  way  to  educate 
those  in  an  academic  environment  about 


other  life  styles,  according  to  Taylor. 

Such  a  workshop  was  held  at  DePaul  this 
semester.  It  dealt  with  issues  affecting  gay 
and  lesbian  faculty  and  students. 

The  workshop  was  sparsely  attended. 

“I  think  a  lot  of  the  faculty  stayed  away 
because  they  were  afraid  of  being  mistak¬ 
enly  identified  as  queer,”  commented  Tay¬ 
lor. 

The  workshop  dealt  specifically  with  the 
issues  of  visibility  of  gays  and  lesbians  in 
the  classrooms  and  what  resources  are 
available  to  aid  in  the  academic  process. 

According  to  Taylor,  most  heterosexu¬ 
als  are  curious  about  the  lifestyles  of  gays 
and  lesbians  but  there  is  a  reluctance  to 


seek  out  information  to  satisfy  that  curios¬ 
ity  because  of  the  possible  label  that  could 
be  applied  to  them. 

Discrimination  was  another  topic  cov¬ 
ered  at  the  forum  and  Taylor  pulled  no 
punches  in  discussing  it.  Currently  there  is 
no  policy  guaranteeing  protection  from 
harassment  based  upon  sexual  orientation. 

“We  have  policies  protecting  women 
and  other  minorities  from  discrimination 
but  nothing  to  protect  gays  or  lesbians,” 
stated  Taylor.  “I  can’t  even  get  my  partner 
on  my  insurance  policy.” 

Ultimately,  far  too  much  time  and  en¬ 
ergy  is  wasted  on  dealing  with  homopho¬ 
bia  that  could  be  better  spent  in  enriching 


one  life,  she  said. 

Taylor  also  touched  on  the  high  rate  of 
suicides  among  college  students,  mention  - 
ing  the  highest  rate  of  all  was  among  gay 
and  lesbian  students. 

According  to  Taylor,  the  toll  is  dispro¬ 
portionately  high  among  these  groups.  “Not 
because  it’s  so  hideous  dealing  with  the 
fact  you’re  gay.  It’s  because  it’s  hideous 
dealing  with  homophobia,”  she  said. 

Taylor  received  her  Ph.D.  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  ofTexas  in  Austin.  She  has  been  on 
faculty  at  DePaul  since  1980  and  is  in  her 
third  year  as  chair  of  the  communications 
department.  She  resides  in  Chicago. 


Two  men  convicted  of  attempted

Two  men,  convicted  for  attempting  to 
steal  a  spare  tire  last  summer  off  a  truck 
parked  in  the  PUC  library  parking  lot,  will 
spend  their  Halloween  in  Lake  County 
Jail. 

On  Aug.  27,  the  Hammond  City  Court 
found  Mark  A.  Scibor,  41,  and  Florian 
Mikolajczyk,  40,  guilty  of  conversion,  a 
lower  form  of  theft.  This  Halloween  marks 
the  end  of  their  10-consecutive-weekend 
sentence. 

Scibor,  a  mill  worker,  denies  committing 
the  crime.  “Somebody  was  doing  some 
stealing  there,”  he  said.  “It  wasn’t  us.” 

Scibor  said  he  and  Mikolajczyk  experi¬ 
enced  car  trouble  on  June  16,  and  pushed 
the  Mustang  they  were  driving  into  the 
PUC  parking  lot  to  fix  it. 

“We  saw  the  security  guard  their,”  Scibor 
said.  “Why  would  we  cause  any  trouble?” 

PUC  Officer  Ron  Ervin  was  the  arresting 
officer  in  the  case.  “I  wouldn’t  have  paid 
attention  to  them  if  their  actions  didn  ’  t  gi  ve 
them  away,”  he  said. 


Ervin  said  he  approached  the  two  men 
becausehethoughttheyneededhelp.  When 
the  men  heard  his  radio  go  off,  they  jumped 
in  the  Mustang  and  fled. 

Upon  investigation,  Ervin  noticed  the 
spare  tire  of  a  parked  Chevy  pick-up  truck 
lying  on  the  ground.  He  radioed  PUC 
Squad  Car  Officer  Randy  Moles  who 
searched  the  area  and  stopped  the  car. 

“Most  of  this  was  handled  by  our  own 
department,”  Ervin  said.  "Hammond  was 
there  as  a  backup,  but  we  arrested  them 
ourselves.” 

Ervin  also  commended  Moles  on  his 
quick  response  to  the  call  for  help.  “It  was 
good  teamwork  on  everybody’s  part,”  he 
said. 

Scibor  was  not  so  quick  to  compliment 
the  PUC  Police  Department.  “The  security 
at  Purdue  University  couldn’tcatchacold,” 
he  said. 

Both  Ervin  and  Moles  appeared  to  testify 
in  the  hearing  of  the  case  on  Aug.  27. 
Moles  said  the  two  men  claimed  to  have 
pushed  their  car  approximately  700  feet 


from  173rd  and  Indianapolis  to  the  far 
northwest  comer  of  the  library  parking  lot. 

The  Court  fined  Scibor  and  Mikolajczyk 
S237  apiece  and  sentenced  them  to  10 
consecutive  weekends  in  Lake  County  Jail. 
Because  they  both  suffer  from  an  illness. 


tire  theft 

the  two  men  are  serving  their  lime  in 
isolation  from  other  prisoners. 

Before  June  16,  PUC  experienced  a 
series  of  spare  tire  thefts.  Moles  and  Ervin 
said  there  have  been  no  similar  incidents 
since.

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Credit  cards  help  students  finance  education

With  college  costs  on  the  rise,  many 
students  are  turning  to  credit  systems  for 
extra  money  during  school  and  for  help 
with  loan  repayment  after  graduation. 

Many  students  apply  for  major  credit 
cards  in  order  to  help  finance  college. 
Christine  Orbon,  a  senior  at  PUC,  said 
she  puts  her  books  o  n  visa  every  semes¬ 
ter.  By  the  end  of  the  semester  she  has  the 
balance  back  down  again  and  starts  all 
over  with  the  next  semester’s  books. 

“There  is  a  drawback  on  using  the  credit 
card.  I  do  have  to  pay  a  interest  fee  that  I 
wouldn’t  have  if  I  could  pay  cash.  Doing 
it  this  way  is  better  than  going  without  the 
books,”  said  Orbon. 

Many  students  are  eligible  to  receive 
major  credit  cards.  In  fact.  Chase  Visa 
approves  students  with  no  income.  A 
representative  from  Chase  explained  that 
a  regular  applicant  for  a  Chase  Visa  must 
earn  at  least  $12,000  yearly  to  even  be 


considered  for  a  card  but  students  need 
none  at  all.  The  representative  also  men¬ 
tioned  that  while  both  cards  have  the  same 
interest  rate,  the  student  credit  limit  is 
somewhat  lower. 

According  to  the  magazine  Changing 
Times,  a  typical  1991  graduate  will  be  at 
least  $10,000  in  debt  with  student  loans 
after  college.  A  loan  amount  like  this  with 
the  typical  8%  interest  requires  $121.00  a 
month  payments  starting  six  months  after 
graduation.  However,  there  is  a  debt  con¬ 
solidation  plan  which  helps  graduates  fi¬ 
nance  their  monthly  loan  payments. 

One  consolidation  plan  titled  Student 
Loan  Marketing  Association  Smart  Loan 
Account,  or  Sallie  Mae  for  short,  can  de¬ 
crease  a  student’s  monthly  payment  by  as 
much  as  40%.  In  this  program,  a  graduate 
writes  a  check  to  Sallie  Mae  each  month. 
Sallie  Mae,  in  turn,  writes  checks  to  the 
lenders.

gTam  usually  end  up  paying  their  loans  off 
in  ten  to  25  years  instead  of  five  to  ten  years 
as  they  would  with  other  lending  pro¬ 
grams.  The  amount  they  pay  is  also  more 
since  the  consolidation  program  adds  on  an 
interest  fee  for  a  longer  period  of  time. 


Students  considering  a  credit  card  to  use 
during  school  to  help  finance  college  costs 
or  students  considering  a  consolidation 
program  after  graduation,  should  look  into 
all  possibilities  in  order  to  get  the  best  use 
out  of  their  money. 


Environmental  crisis  stats

"Of  Mice  and  Men"  successfully  adapts  the  novel 


by  Manuel  F.  dela  Rosa 
and  Kevin  E.  Horton 

"Of  Mice  and  Men"  (PG-13) 


KEVIN:  I’m  glad  to  see  you  made  it 
through  this  movie  without  falling  asleep, 
Manuel. 

MANUEL:  Thanks  Kevin,  you  really 
know  how  to  begin  a  movie  review  — 
don’t  you? 

KEVIN:  That’s  right,  my  view  is  that 
“Of  Mice  and  Men”  is  a  must  see  for  those 
who  enjoyed  John  Steinbeck’s  novel. 

MANUEL:  I  agree  with  you,  but  I  think 
there  is  an  appeal  here  for  mature  audi¬ 
ences  as  well. 

KEVIN:  It  is  my  guess  that  this  film 
would  not  appeal  to  the  ‘Terminator”  au¬ 
dience  or  the  “Ninja  Turtle”  audience. 

MANUEL:  Yes,andalthough“OfMice 
and  Men”  has  some  of  the  qualities  of  the 
movies  you  mentioned,  such  as  action  and 
captivating  visuals,  the  movie  will  appear 
more  to  a  “thinking”  audience,  but,  go  on 
with  the  review  Kevin.  How  about  ex¬ 
plaining  the  synopsis  of  the  film? 

KEVIN:  O.K.  “Of  Mice  and  Men”  is  a 
story  of  two  traveling  companions — 
Lennie,  who  is  mentally  challenged,  and 
his  friend  George,  who  is  constantly  put¬ 
ting  his  own  life  on  hold  to  take  care  of 
Lennie,  and  who  is  always  trying  to  keep 
Lennie  from,  and  out  of  trouble — unsuc¬ 
cessfully,  I  might  add. 

MANUEL:  The  movie  is  set  in  Depres¬ 
sion  era  America  and  begins  where  Lennie 
(John  Malkovich  in  a  very  underacted, 
effective  performance)  and  George  (Gary 
Sinise)  are  being  chased  by  hunting  dogs 
and  armed  men.  The  two  succeed  in 


escaping  and  end  up  in  a  small  town  to 
work  for  Tyler  Ranch. 

KEVIN:  George  manages  to  keep 

Lennie  out  of  trouble  until  Lennie  is  visited 
in  a  bam  by  the  beautiful  wife  of  the 
owner’s  son  (Sherilyn  Fenn).  You  see, 
Lennie  has  a  fondness  for  petting  beautiful 
things,  such  as  furry  animals  and  women. 
When  he  sees  a  woman  who  he  thinks  is 
soft  and  pretty,  he  wants  to  touch  her  too. 
After  he  and  the  wife  had  a  friendly  chat, 
Lennie  develops  an  urge  to  touch  the  wife. 

MANUEL:  He  slowly  touches  the  wife, 
caressing  her  hair  gently.  His  gentleness 
suddenly  becomes  too  much  for  the  wife 
and  she  begins  to  protest.  Lennie  becomes 
confused  when  she  begins  to  scream.  And 
what  happens  next  is  one  of  the  most 
shocking  anti-climax  in  Hollywood. 

KEVIN:  So  watch  the  movie. 

MANUEL:  The  acting  in  this  movie  is 
excellent.  I  believe  there  is  definite  Acad¬ 
emy  Award  material  here.  John  Malkov¬ 
ich,  of  “Dangerous  Liasons,”  deserves  an 
Oscar  forgiving  an  excellent  performance 
as  Lennie  —  the  sweet,  childlike  friend  of 
George  portrayed  by  Gary  Sinise.  This 
movie  has  a  really  in  depth  plot.  It  asks 
several  important  questions  of  its  audi¬ 
ence,  for  example:  if  put  in  a  situation 
where  you  were  faced  with  killing  a  dear 
friend  in  order  to  spare  that  friend  severe 
torment,  would  you  do  it?  Could  you  do  it? 
The  film  is  intellectually  compelling  as 
well  as  entertaining. 

KEVIN:  Evenl — uncultured  as  I  am, 
picked  up  on  some  religous  parallels  in  this 
movie,  but  I’m  not  going  to  tell  you  about 
them  —  you’ll  have  to  go  see  the  movie, 
and  then  try  to  remember  your  Sunday 
School  lessons  from  childhood.
